With little more than another 
week before the primary election of 
August 30, politics today were rap- 
idly gaining the center of public 
interest throughout the county. 
Candidates this year are, perhaps, 
more numerous than they have been 
in a long time. 


There is wide interest in several 
political battles, but one that -po- 
litical observers admit is holding 
the center of the stage is the con- 
test for Superior Court No. 1, over 
which Judge George H. Buck now 
presides, and hag presided for 42 
years. Judge Buck is facing five 
opponents in his effort to retain his 
seat on the bench. 

Friends of the jurist are waging 
an intensive campa‘gn on his be- 
half and as the campaign is draw- 
ing to a close are optimistic. Judge 
Buck has been an outstanding fig- 
ure in county affairs for a half cen- 
tury, and his battle now is one of 
the most interesting the county has 
witnessed for many years. 

Sponsors of the Judge’s campaign 
this week are pointing to the fact 
that during the past 20 years he 
has saved the county some $320,000, 
by handling the entire court cal- 
endar alone. In 1910 San Mateo 
county became eligible for two su- 
perior courts and judges, but was 
spared the expense of some $16,000 
a year, which it costs to operate a 
superior court in zhis county, when 
Judge Buck continued the work 
alone. 

Only a year ago, because of the 
ccunty’s rapid development and the 
great increase in court business, was 
a new court established. Judge Buck 
said today he was leaving his cam- 
paign entirely in the hands of his 
friends while he continues on with 
his court work. With a heavy court 
calendar scheduled, the judge add- 
ed, he did not feel he could neg- 
lect his work for politics. 

He is confident, he said, that the 
county appreciates his service and 
so leaves his campaign to friends 


and continues on the bench.

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Menlo Park Tax Rate 
To Get 10 Cent Cut 


Two Days Remain 
To Determine Fate 


Of Prune Industry 


Future of the California prune 
industry and of thousands of grow- 
ers throughout the state hangs in 
the balance as the final effort is 
being made to sign up before the 
week ends the small, vital margin 
of tonnage necessary to assure the 
success of the Prune Industry Plan. 

Saturday, August 20, will see the 
end of the drive. The campaign was 
to have ended August 10, but not 
sufficient tonnage had come into 
the pool. A ten day extension of 


time was granted for a last su- 
preme attempt to bring in the re- 
quired tonnage. 

“Since August 10 encouraging 
progress has been made,” says a 
statement issued by the Statewide 
Prune Growers Committee, “but the 
amount still required leaves the out 
come doubtful. Every ton of prunes 
that can be signed is desperately 
needed. 

“Let there be no question about 
the issue. The statewide committee 
is withholding no tonnage. The 
specified 170,000 tons must be sign- 
ed. We must have eighty-five per 
cent of the crop represented. 
Eighty-three per cent will not be 
enough. The returns must be certi- 
fied by affidavits of Dr. H. R. Tol- 
ley, Dr. Theodore Macklin and FE. 
E Kaufman. These men will not 
certify the tonnage unless it is 
actually there. 

“If we don’t sign the actual ton- 
nage specified the drive will have 
failed and we growers can look for- 
ward to no relief from early sea- 
son dumping of prunes, demoralized 
prices and no outlook for better- 
ment for some years to come.” 

Local workers pointed out that 
success of the Industry Plan is be- 
ing jeopardized by the failure of 
less than ten per cent of the grow- 
ers to sign. There is no real op- 
position to the plan from any 
source, it is said. The great body 
of the growers have already signed. 
The packers have agreed to come 
in and ‘the trade has responded 
with a definite price advance in an- 
ticipation of the pool succeeding, all 
marketing agencies realizing that 
no one, from growers to retailers. 
can make money until the prune 
industry is stabilized. 

“The growers still refusing to 
sign,” says a statement from cam- 
paign headquarters, “may be di- 
vided into two general classes, those 
who have a_ personal prejudice 
against any sort of united action 
among growers and those who, be- 
lieving the plan will succeed with- 
out them, hope to get cash for. their 
fruit more quickly than those in 
the pool. 

“The first class is hardest to deal 
with because, while not opposing 
the pool, their prejudice against 
concerted effort is of such a cynical 
and hopeless character that their 
minds are closed.

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City Council Sets Tax 
Rate For Year At 
85 Cents 


The tax rate of the City of Men- 


lo Park for the current fiscal year 
will be 85 cents per $100, a re- 
duction of 10 cents from last year's 
Tate of 95 cents. 

‘This was determined by the city 
fathers Tuesday night when it ap- 
proved the fiscal year’s budget, 
which provides for the haising of 
$7,469.80 in taxes on a total assess- 
ed value for real and personal prop- 
erty of $878,800 for the city. Delin- 
quencies of 15 per cent are ailow- 
ed for in the budget to make the 
met anticipated revenue by taxes 
$6,274.63. 

The tax rate will be Officially 
set by the council at its meeting 
next Tuesday night. 

Total revénue of the city’s gen- 
eral fund is estimated at $15,529.10, 
as aginst budgeted expenditures 
of $13,029.10, to leave a surplus 
at then end of the year of $2,500. 
The revenue is listed as follows: 
cash on hand, on July 1, 1932, 
$3,024.66; refund from street im- 
provement fund, $217.85; refund 
from street proceedings, $232.30; 
refund from employes’ liability and 
premiums, $40; general property 
tax, $6,274.63; securities tax, $499.- 
66; business licenses, $3.500; dog 
licenses, $200; building permits, 
$180; court fines (other than traffic 
fines), $1,200; rent from library 
board, $60; interest on bank de- 
posits, $100.

anticipated expenditures 
from the general fund are as fol- 
lows: City council, $125; cit; 


clerk’s office, $800; city court, $820; 
treasurer, $189; attorney, $950; city 
engineer, building inspector and su- 
perintendent of streets, $240; city 
hall, $945, including $420 for rent, 
$300 for janitor service are $225 for 
light, heat, water and telephone;

M. Stack re- 
ported to the council that the to- 
tal assessed value of real and per- 
sonal property in the city is $878,- 
800 and that the value of stocks 
by bonds held in the city is $749,-

The recently completed audit by 
Lawrence Scudder and Company 
of the city’s finances for the past 
fiscal year revealed that the total 
income of the general fund was

and that expenditures totaled $13,- 
378.68 to leave a balance at the 
end of the year of $3,024.66.
